on this some kids asked me to ‘Write a lock about geese for them* and the idea 
appealed to me so much I dropped- everything and 'began it without an outline other 
than a mental one* X worked on it without stepping and then suddenly had to'. Stop 
because of things I couldn’t postpone. About that time I began to realize that 
I 'hadn’t read enough kids books* that I- was going to© fast and what I had done 
was probably very emeteaMsih, m& that very possibly X was talking down to the 
kids* Since then I , haven’t even had a chan©® to look at whet I did. It needs 
the conclusion * among other things* 

W© are also working on a cookbook and two more serious non-fiction books, one of 
lM*b a publisher wants and one- of which 'Oo.inoi.idas 'with our legal necessities. 
Meanwhile, I’m also eolleeting material for still' anothar* 

I kaOK I should forget everything and concentrate on one and get It done, but 
our circumstances do not permit this. 

So I’m writing to see if you’d care to read what 1 have done on "Father Goose", 
the one for kids, end if you think something can be done with it, doing it* We 
are limited in what we can do, ft>r we here had no income since January* But if 
you think when you read it that something might be done with it, I would give

I have both still and motion pictures either for illustration or for the guidance

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T&ese pictures enow sow® of the hatching, the goslings coming up from between 
the mother’s wings and beck their first morning, about daybreak, the parents 
taking them for the first time to water m& Showing them, how to drink sad then 
how to search in the banks of a pond for food, things like that. The movies show 
some of this and kids hand- feeding the entire family. They also show the fatter 
protecting the nest, including the various steps in an elaborate warning ritual 
before the finally flogged me, some of which I also have on film. They may not 
all be suitable far reproduction, but they are more then enough far an artist’s 
guidance on Just about everything, inelMing color and motions. 

If you think you might be interested, let m know end 1*11 send you whet I 
have done and I » 11 try and find time to rougi out the ending shortly thereafter. 

There is one other thing you could do for s», if it isn’t too much trouble. Some 
years ago * met a then-young poet named Muriel Ruckeyser and we were in corresponded 
eae© fbr a short while.
